What Loss of Appetite 


May Mean as a Symptom

HERE is an old saying that "appetite is the best 
sauce." When you look forward with pleasure to 
your meals and digest them .without discomfort, 


you may be confident you are in pretty good condition. 


On the contrary, loss of appetite, unless it appears 


only occasionally and lasts but a little while, is an evi- 
dence of disease. 


Doctors give -this symptom a special name—"ano- 


rexia." This is only a Gteek word, meariing "absence 
of appetite." 


There are many causes for anorexia, but it may be 


put down as a fact that habitual absence of appetite is 
a sign of" poor health. Some of the underlying condi-

tions are trifling, but, on the other hand, many- of them are extremely 
serious. 


The most common conditions with thls4 


symptom have to do with the stomach. 
Simple gastritis, that Is. simple in- 
flammation of the stomach, may have 
an occasional day when the appetite 
flags, but there may be many "days when 
there is a normal demand for food. 


But 
if the 
inflammation 
tiecomes 


chronic 'there may be constant loss of 
appetite. This Is invariably the case In 
certain forms of cancer of the'stomach. 
In that rare disease called "cirrhosis of 
the stomach." where there are harden- 
ing and thickening of the walls of the 
stomach, loss of appetite is a symptom. 


Many young girls have anaemia and 


absence of appetite Is one of the slgrns. 
In tuberculosis at all "ages it is noted. 


In Bright's disease and in all forms of 


kidney inflammation it is met very fre- 
quently:

hol, opium and its derivatives and other 
drug addictions cause loss of desire 
for food.

In the treatment of this condition, at- 


tention must be given the cause. It is 
not enough to prescribe a tonic. Of 
course, there are many useful "appe- 
tizers, particularly the "bitter tonics," 
but before they are taken the; general 
health should be considered. They are 
Important,, but since the anorexia Is 
merely a symptom it ;would1., be un- 


isctentiflc to disregard: the fundamental 
cause. 
WhereJoss of appetite follows a ner- 


vous disturbance, rest in bed, fresh air 
and quiet may help to repair the broken 
nerves and restore the appetite.
